FIRST  DAY. 

morning  session. 

Council  Chamber, 
Welland,  June  9,  1890. 

By  direction  of  the  Warden  the  County  Council  met  at  Council 
Room  on  Monday,  June  9th     jr  the  transaction  of  general  business. 

The  Warden  in  the  chair. 

Members  present : — Messrs.  Brown,  Cruikshank,  Disher,  Fry, 
(rainer,  German,  House,  Jones,  Macklem,  Morris,  Riselay,  Shrimp- 
ton,  Shriner,  Turner,  Vanalstine,  Williams,  Willson  and  Zimmer- 
man. 

The  W^arden  remarked  in  opening  the  Council  that  the  Session 
had  been  called  somewhat  later  than  last  year  on  account  of  the  wardens 

Address. 
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Elections  ;  that  the  County  Court  would  be  held  this  week,  l^ut 
trusted  that  no  interruption  would  be  caused  by  either.  The  equaliz- 
ation of  the  Assessment  Rolls  would  be  taken  up  this  session  ;  the 
consideration  of  the  Auditors'  report ;  that  consideration  of  School 
Accounts  should  occupy  the  attention  of  Council  as  the  reports  of 
Sub-Treasurers,  which  should  have  been  sent  to  the  Government 
some  time  ago,  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Auditors  owing  to  some 
irregularities  in  vouchers,  particularly  in  the  way  it  is  at  present 
done,  the  Auditors'  will  no  doubt  set  forth  the  facts  in  their  report  ; 
the  heating  of  Jailer's  residence  has  not  as  yet  been  accepted  by  the 
Jail  Committee,  particulars  of  which  will  be  given  in  their  report ; 
the  Committee  on  House  of  Industry  will  probably  report  during  the 
session  ;  and  with  some  further  general  remarks  concluded  by  pre- 
senting the  following  communications  :  —

of  Survey  of  line  between  3rd  and  4th  concessions  of  Wain  fleet, 
made  by  R.  I).

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8.— ACCOMMODATIONS. 

In  regard  to  accommodations,  the  School  Houses  may  he 
reported  as  generally  adequate.  In  a  few  instances,  however,  the 
school  has  outgrown  the  building,  but  in  these  cases  the  subject  of 
increased  accommodation  has  been  under  con.sideration,  and  Its 
necessity  generally  recognized.  During  the  year  three  new  school 
hpuses  havL  '^een  erected,  two  being  of  brick,  one  of  frame,  i.nd  in  a 
number  of  schools  the  school-rooms  and  the  outside  accommoda- 
tions have  been  improved. 

In  regard  to  cleanliness,  while,  as  a  rule,  the  school  rooms  are 
kept  clean,  the  state  of  cleanliness  advocated  by  the  Provincial 
Board  of  Health  has  not  yet  been  attained  to  ;  they  urge  that  the 
floors  should  be  scrubbed  at  least  once  a  week,  and  that  the  walls 
should  be  brushed  down  with  a  moist  brush  or  cloth  weekly.  'Phev 
further  recommend  that  all  cracks  in  the  floo  "^hould  be  filled  u\) 
with  putty,  and  that  the  floors  should  be  soaked  with  boiling  oil 
several  times,  until  they  become  hardened,  but  remark  that  hard 
wood  floors  are  preferable. 

9.    -HEATIN(;  AND  VENTH-ATION. 

The  usual  means  of  heating  is  by  wood  stoves,  but  coal  stoves 
are  also  used  to  some  extent,  and  in  one  school,  that  of  Niagara  Fali.s 
South,  hot  water  is  employed,  and  proves  to  be  an  excellent  means 
of  heating.  The  Provincial  Board  of  Health  declares  that  all  schools 
should  be  heated  by  hot  water,  steam  or  air  heated  by  a  furnace. 
By  these  improved  means  an  equal  distribution  of  heat  throughout 
the  school-room,  and  a  uniform  temperature  of  67  degrees  at  least, 
as  required  by  the  regulations,  can  be  better  secured  tha-^  by  the 
ordinary  means  employed.  The  present  means,  however,  generally 
secure  a  comfortable  degree  of  warmth  in  the  school-room. 

As  to  ventilation,  the  school-rooms  are  not  generally  so  c^m- 
structed  as  to  secure  a  complete  change  of  air  three  ^imes  an  hour, 
which  it  is  desirable  should  take  place,  but  attention  is  given  to 
ventilation,  and  the  best  means  provided  are  utilized,  these  being 
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goncrally  a  movable  upper  sash  and  ventilation  in  the  ceiling;.  In  a 
^mall  number  of  buildings,  however,  further  means  of  ventilation  are 
provided  by  ventilators  in  the  walls  for  admitting  fresh  air,  and  out- 
Jets,  in  connection, with  the  smoke  flue. 

'.       ..      '<  .     ■■■:■■    lb.     -ORDKR  AND  DI.SCIPI.INK. 

In  the  generality  ,of  schools  the  management  has  been  marked 
hy  good  order  and  discipline;  while  in  a  few  cases,  owing  chiefly, 
perhaps,  to  the  inexperience  of  the  teacher,  there  has  been  room  for 
improvement.  In  a  good  number  of  schools  the  order  and  discipline 
have  been  highly  satisfactory,  and  m  our  best  schools  they  have 
been  all  that  could  be  desired. 

.         .  II         RKWARDS  AND    PUNISHMKNTS. 

In  nearly  all  the  schools  there  have  been  rewards  of  .some  kind, 
generally  merit  marks,  taking  places  in  classes,  honor  roll,  publishing 
the  results  of  the  examinations  or  posting  them  in  the  school-room, 
and  in  a  few  schools  there  have  been  merit  cards  or  prizes.  In  the 
Niagara  lalls  South  school,  badges,  neatly  and  tastefully  gotten  up, 
have  been  awarded,  and  they  have  served  an  excellent  purpose,  and 
been  highly  appreciated  by  the  recipients.  '     •■ 

In  regard  to  punishments,  those  usually  employed  are  loss  of 
inarks,  misdemeanor  marks,  standing  on  the  floor,  detention  and 
corporal  punishment.  Suspension  or  expulsion  is  very  rare  indeed, 
and  corporal  punishment  is  resorted  to  only  when  deemed  necessary, 
and  there  are  schools  in  which  recourse  is  seldom  or  never  had  to  it. 

,,.  ,  12.-   -PR0<;RAMMK  OF  .STUDIKS. 

The  prescribed  programme  of  studies,  so  far  at  least  as  regards 
the  essentia!  subjects,  is  pretty  closely  followed.  The  less  experienced 
tc.ichers,  however,  are  apt  to  find  want  of  time  an  obstacle  to  giving 
as  much  attention  to  some  of  the  .subjects  as  could  be  dosired.  The 
subject  of  Temperance  and  Hygiene,  being  a  comparatively  new  one 
on  the  programme,  is  not  yet  taught  in  all  the  schools,  but  the  num- 
ber in  which  it  is  taught  is  increasing,  half  an  hour  a  week  being  the 
time  usually  devoted  to  it.     . 
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13. — STATE  OB"  PROFICIENCY. 

As  schools  vary  in  other  respects,  so  do  they  in  regard  to  the 
state  of  proficiency.  In  comparatively  few  cases,  however,  is  it  below 
middling.  In  a  very  considerable  number  of  schools  the  state  of 
proficiency  in  some  of  the  subjects  at  least,  if  not  in  all  of  them,  is 
good  or  excellent.  In  a  few  schools  candidates  for  third  class 
certificates  have  been  so  well  prepared  that  after  three  or  four 
months  at  a  high  school  or  collegiate  institute  they  have  succeeded 
in  passing  the  examination.

75?  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  Wetland^  in  Council 
Assembled : — 


We,  your  Committee,  beg  leave  to  submit  our  report  : — 

That  on  February  ^*h,  1890,  your  Committee  met  in  the 
Jailer's  office,  and  took  securicy  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  contract  of 
James  Thompson  and  Company  for  the  heating  of  the  Jailers 
residence.     The  security  was  Richard  House  of  St.  Catharines. 

On  Feb.  24th  your  Committee  met  to  inspect  the  heating  ap- 
paratus in  Jailer's  residence,  and  were  well  pleased  with  the  work- 
manship, but  were  not  satisfied  that  it  was  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
thoroughly  heat  the  building,  when  it  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Thomp 
son  that  three  extra  actions  be  added  to  the  parlor  radiator,  which 
he  thought  would  make  the  system  perfect. 

On  April  nth  your  Committee  met  and  again  examined   the 
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apparatus,  and  found  the  improvements  had  been  made,  but  the 
weather  being  mild  it  was  impossible  to  determine  if  the  apparatus 
would  give  the  required  amount  of  heat,  and  your  Committee  have 
decided  to  pay  the  contractors  the  amount  of  their  contract  (viz.: 
$290),  and  take  from  them  a  bond,  also  signed  by  Mr.  House,  in  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  giving  the  Committee  the  whole  of  the 
next  winter  to  test  the  apparatus,  and  in  the  event  of  there  being 
insiifificient  heat  in  any  room  the  contractors  bind  themselves  to 
make  the  same  satisfactoiy.

REPORT  OE  JAIL    COMMriTEE. 

To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  Wetland,  in  Council 
Assembled :  — 

(lENTi.KMEN  :-  Your  Jail  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  this 
their  report  :— 

Your  Committee  met  Eebruary  5th  and  ordered  lumber  for 
sidewalk  around  Jailer's  residence,  and  fence,  also  for  lx)ok-shelves 
and  coat-rack  in  Council  Chamber. 

Your  Committee  met  April  nth  to  pass  accounts,  and  was  in- 
formed by  Mr.  Phillips,  who  had  the  contract  for  supplying  bread  to 
the  Jail,  that  he  was  going  to  retire  from  business,  and  his  successor 
would  not  furnish  bread  for  the  same  r mount  ;  and  your  Committee, 
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finding  that  the  securities  of  Mr,  Phillips  had  not  signed  the  required 
bonds,  we  accordingly  had  to  pay  )^c.  in  advance  of  the  original 
contract. 

We  also  gave  orders  to  the  Superintendent  of  Welland  Water- 
works for  water  to  supply  one  tap  at  a  cost  of  $5.00  per  year,  and 
Thomas  Mains  put  in  the  work,  with  wash-basin  attached,  at  a  cost 
of  $53.02,  which  was  paid  by  Warden's  cheque.  We  examined  roof 
of  Court  House,  and  found  it  in  a  very  bad  condition,  and  ordered 
it  repaired  by  P.  Mc Murray. 

Your  Committee  was  interviewed  by  Dr.  Smith,  asking  for  an  ad- 
ditional sum  of  $50.00  for  what  he  considered  extra  work  on  account  of 
la  grippe,  and  also  that  he  attends  Jailer's  and  Turnkey's  family, 
which  was  not  done  by  former  doctor. 

We  also  received  an  offer  from  Thomas  Mains  for  die  position 
of  Assistant  Turnkey  and  Engineer,  which  offer  we  attach  for  your 
consideration. 

There  is  a  balance  due  Dickinson  &  Suess  of  $25.00,  which  was 
retained  for  painting  roof  Said  work  has  since  been  done,  and  they 
wish  cheque  passed  in  favor  of  the  painter,  Samuel  Heckadon,  for 
the  above  amount. 

We  have  an  account  from  P.  McMurray  of  $9.50,  for  repairs  on 
roof  of  Jailer's  and  Turnkey's  residence,  ordered  by  Geo.  Ross, 
Inspector.  Your  Committee  declined  payment  of  said  account  until 
it  was  found  whether  the  Inspector  had  accepted  the  roofing  job 
from  the  contractor.

REPORT  OF  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  Welland,  in  Council 
Assembled : — 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Standing  Committee  on  House  of  Industry 
beg  leave  to  submit  this  their  report  : — 

Your  Committer  met  in  the  Clerk's  office  on    Feb.  6th  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  and  the  transaction  of  general  business,  and 
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met  again  at  the  Home  on  the  same  day.  At  this  meeting  your 
Committee  ascertained  that  a  large  quantity  of  milk  was  being 
purchased  for  the  Home  at  5  cents  per  quart,  and,  being  assured  by 
the  Keeper  that  he  had  enough  feed  for  two  more  cows,  autho;i/t'd 
him  to  purchase  them  as  soon  as  possible,  and  in  the  meantime  to 
endeavor  to  get  milk  at  a  less  price.  Milk  since  that  time  has  been 
charged  at  3  cents  per  cjuart  by  the  same  vendor.  At  this  meeting 
the  keeper  was  informed  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  engage  a  farm  hand  before  April  ist,  and  that  in  the  mean- 
time he  was  expected  to  take  out  the  team  and  do  any  necessary 
farm  work,  haul  manure,  etc.,  himself.  On  the  occasion  of  this  visit 
your  Committee  found  everything  about  the  Home  in  good  order, 
and  a  number  of  both  male  and  female  inmates  capable  of  assisting 
in  the  general  work  of  the  Home,  though  the  Matron  complained 
through  the  Inspector  of  not  having  enough  female  help. 

On  February  9th  the  chairman  of  your  Committee  received  a 
letter  from  the  Keeper,  asking  that  a  man  be  hired  to  haul  manure. 
which  was  replied  to,  giving  the  views  of  the  Committee,  wiiich  have 
already  been  stated. 

On  February  14th  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  visited 
Welland  and  saw  the  Inspector,  and  instructed  him  that  the  Keeper 
was  to  purchase  the  cows  authorized  by  the  Committee  as  the  By-law 
defining  his  duties  clearly  indicates.  On  this  occasion  the  Inspector 
informed  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  that  the  Keeper  had  no 
time  to  haul  manure,  and  that  if  the  Committee  insisted  on  his  doing 
so  he  would  resign. 

On  February  23rd  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  wrote  the 
Inspector  that  as  the  Committee  were  of  opinion  that  the  Keeper  did 
have  time  to  haul  manure,  if  he  was  either  unable  or  unwilling  to  do 
so,  the  Committee  would  probably  recommend  his  dismissal  in 
June,  and  instructing  him  that  no  man  was  to  be  hired  for  this  or 
any  other  farm  work  before  the  engagement  of  a  regular  farm  hand 
on  April  1st,  as  already  decided  upon.  Notwithstanding  these  re- 
peated   instructions   a    man    was   hired    on   several   occasions,  and 
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thongi.  the  Keeper  was  unwilling  to  leave  the  Home  for  an  hour  or 
so  to  haul  a  load  of  manure,  he  found  no  difficulty  in  finding  time 
to  go  about  the  country  looking  up  the  cows  he  was  instructed  to 
purchase,  as  well  as  spend  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  time  in 
W.  land. 

On  February  26th  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  received  a 
letter  from  the  Inspector  requesting,  on  behalf  of  the  Keeper,  that  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  be  called,  as  he  (the  Keeper)  wished  to 
meet  the  Committee  before  sending  in  his  resignation.  A  meeting 
was  called  and  held  in  the  Clerk's  Office  on  February  28th,  at  which 
Mr.  Hemming  appeared  and  stated  that  he  was  doing  all  the  work 
he  could  do,  and  asked  the  Committee  if  they  were  not  satisfied  to 
call  a  special  session  of  the  Council,  and  recommend  his  dismissal, 
as  he  did  not  want  to  be  dismissed  in  June  after  he  had  got  the 
spring  cleaning  and  all  the  j)lanting  done,  and  said  that  unless  the 
Chairman  of  your  Committee  withdrew  the  statement  of  intention 
made  by  him  in  letter  to  Inspector,  dated  Feb.  23rd,  that  he  (the 
Ke^  ;r)  would  .send  in  his  resignation  to  the  Warden  at  once.  A 
majority  of  your  Committee  were  of  opinion  that  the  Keeper  could 
do  some  work  with  the  team  without  interfering  with  his  other 
duties.  [In  this  view  Mr.  VVilliams  did  not  fully  concur,  as  he 
thought  the  evidence  before  the  Committee  insufficient.] 

The  Chairman  of  your  Committee  informed  the  Keeper,  on  be- 
half of  the  Committee,  that  they  did  not  consider  the  matter  of  suf- 
ficient importance  to  warrant  the  calling  of  a  special  session  of  the 
(Council,  and  that  they  would  not  now  give  any  guarantee  as  to  what 
they  would  or  would  not  do  in  June,  and  that  if  he  had  made  up  his 
mind  to  resign  he  could  send  in  his  resignation  to  the  Warden  ;  so 
that  the  matter  of  calling  a  special  session  of  Council  was  entirely  in 
his  own  hands,  as  also  the  action  which  the  Committee  would  take 
in  June  (if  he  did  not  resign),  which  would  depend  entirely  on  how 
he  performed  what  the  Committee  believed  to  be  his  duties  in  the 
meantime. 

The  Keeper  has  not  resigned,  but  he  has  persistently  refused  to 
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do  any  work  with  the  team,  and  they  stood  in  the  barn  all  of  the 
time  till  April  ist,  except  on  some  days  when  he  hired  a  man  to  use 
them,  against  the  orders  of  your  Committee. 

A  large  amount  of  correspondence  passed  between  the  Ins[)c(tor 
and  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  re  servant  girls  for  the  Home. 
It  would  appear  that  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  and  keep  a  girl,  and  that 
the  Matron  rather  prefers  to  have  two.  It  would  further  appear  from 
the  letters  of  the  Inspector  that  for  some  time  the  Home  was  wilh- 
out  one,  and  the  Matron  obliged  to  do  all  the  work  herself. 

Your  Committee  agaiin  met  on  April  ist  to  hire  a  farm  hand 
and  pass  the  quarterly  accounts  as  required  by  Hy-law.  Your  Com- 
mittee hired  Joseph  Fiddler  at  a  salary  of  $150.00  for  9  months  if 
found  satisfactory.  Also  on  visiting  the  Home  the  attention  of  your 
Committee  was  called  by  the  Inspector  to  the  need  of  more  ctTticicnt 
fire  escapes,  and  as  he  wasfn  possession  of  tenders  to  put  up  suitable 
ones  at  a  cost  of  about  $50.00,  your  Committee  authorized  their 
erection.  This  has  not  been  done,  as  on  further  enquiry  the  cost 
was  found  to  be  abour  $1 15.00,  and  your  Committee  thought  best 
to  leav(.  the  matter  for  the  Council  to  decide  upon,  but  would  re- 
comnend  that  they  be  put  up  at  the  last  named  figure.  At  this 
meeting  your  Committee  ordered  the  sheeting  up  of  the  ice-house 
and  the  calling  for  tenders  for  painting  the  roof  of  the  Home,  both 
of  which  have  been  done.  Your  Committee  also  authorized  .le 
purchase  of  another  cow,  being  assured  by  the  Keeper  that  he  had 
plenty  of  feed,  and  that  with  this  cow  and  the  number  he  already 
had  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  buy  any  milk  or  butter. 

Your  Committee  passed  the  accounts,  noting  nothing  ol  special 
interest  except  that  the  wages  of  a  woman  at  $1.00  per  day  were 
charged  during  the  entire  time  that  the  Matron  was  supposed  to  be 
without  a  servant,  as  well  as  once  or  twice  a  week  when  she  had 
servants  ;  also  that  wages  of  man  hired  to  drive  team  appeared  after 
Committee  had  specifically  instructed  the  Kee[)er  that  no  man  was 
to  be  hired. 

The  routine  business  of  your  Committee  at   its   three   meetings 
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has  been  left  out  of  this  report,  as  it  is  of  no  special   public  interest, 
and  a  record  of  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  minutes. 

To  sum  up:  -Your  Committee  find  things  about  the  Home  fairly 
well  looked  after,  but  no  better  than  should  be  when  the  amount  of 
help  is  considered. 

The  inspector  seems  to  have  assumed  the  virtual  management 
of  the  Institution,  exceeding  his  duties  as  contemplated  by  the  By- 
law, and  doing  work  which  should  be  done  by  the  Keeper.  Nothing 
is  done  except  by  his  orders,  and  what  the  Keeper  does  further  than 
to  carry  the  Inspector's  orders  to  the  inmates  and  hired  help 
vour  Committee  have  been  unable  to  ascertain.  Your  Committee 
would  recommend  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Committee  shall 
visit  the  Home  once  a  month  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  giving 
of  directions  to  the  Keeper.  And  though  it  must  be  admitted  that 
the  present  Keeper  has  never  had  an  opportunity  to  show  how  he 
would  manage  the  affairs  of  Hie  Home  were  he  (as  he  should  be)  in 
full  charge,  nevertheless  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
interests  of  the  County  would  be  better  served  by  a  man  willing  to 
take  a  hand  and  do  his  share  in  pushing  on  farm  work. 

The  heating  apparatus  at  the  Home  is  entirely  inadequate  for  a 
cold  winter,  and  your  Committee  would  recommend  the  putting  in  of 
a  larger  boiler  this  fall.  The  metallic  roof  is  also  very  poor,  and  snow 
l)l('ws  up  under  all  over  it,  but  your  Committee  can  suggest  no 
remedy  short  of  a  new  roof,  and  are  not  willing  to  recommend  so 
large  an  outlay  as  would  be  necessary.  Your  Committee  have  also 
received  a  proposition  from  the  Welland  Waterworks  offering  to  sup- 
ply the  Home  with  water  lor  domestic,  barn  and  hre  purpo.ses  for 
$ioo  per  year  for  ten  years,  the  County  to  be  at  the  expense  of  laying 
the  pipe  from  l^rice's  to  the  Home.  Your  Committee  cannot  recom- 
mend the  acceptance  of  this  offer. 

Your  Committee  would  also  call  your  attention, to  a  Hill  passed 
at  the  late  session  of  the  Ontario  Legislature,  under  which  this 
County  would  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Ontario  (iovernment 
the  sum  of  $4,000.00  in  aid  of  ihe  Industrial  Home.

The  Clerk  of  the  County  Councii,  Welland^  Ont: — 

Dear  Sir  : — This  Doy  was  picked  up  in  the  City  of  Toronto, 
and  sent  by  th.  Pohce  Magisti^te  to  the  Industrial  School  in  April 
last.  The  School  charged  the  County  of  VVelland  with  his  keep  pur- 
suant to  the  Act,  as  he  had  not  lived  for  a  year  in  the  City  of  To- 
ronto, after  having  acquired  a  settlement  in  the  County  of  Welland  ; 
the  Superintendent  advises  me  that  your  County  contends  that  the 
account  should  be  charged  against  the  Town  of  Niagara  Falls.  I 
sent  it,  accordingly,  to  Mr.  Ingles,  a  solicitor  there,  to  see  if  it  could 
be  collected,  but  he  says  the  Town  is  not  liable,  as  the  boy's  settle- 
ment was  in  the  Village  of  Niagara  Falls  (Drummondville),  which  is 
not  a  separate  municipality  from  the  County  of  Welland.  We  must 
ask,  therefore,  that  the  County  of  Welland  pay,  as  it  is  unfair  to  saddle 
the  City  of  Toronto,  not  merely  with  their  own  boys,  for  whom  they 
pay  $10,000  or  $12,000  per  year,  but  with  the  care  of  boys  from 
other  Counties  who  drift  in  here.  The  provision  of  the  Statute  is 
clear,  but  the  School  avoids  as  much  as  possible  going  into  Court  in 
these  cases,  and  we  must  appeal  to  the  good  feeling  of  the  County 
Council  not  to  put  us  to  any  more  trouble  or  delay  in  the  matter. 
This  we  believe  is  the  only  boy  from  their  County,  and  even  if  they 
gave  us  his  keep  as  a  donation  it  would  be  a  very  trifling  matter. 
We  do  not  wish  the  County  to  pay,  however,  unless  they  are  liable, 
and  this  could  be  settled  at  any  time  by  a  friendly  application  to  the 
fudge  here  who  made  the  order,  or  at  some  other  place  where  the 
witnesses  could  be  got  to  attend.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that 
there  is  any  dispute  about  the  law  if  the  facts  are  ascertained.

To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  IVelland,  in  Council 
Assembled  :  — 

Your  Committee  appointed  in  the  above  mentioned  matter  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows  : — 

The  Mayor  of  the  said  'Town  of  Welland,  having  called  a 
special  meeting  of  their  Council  for  Friday  night,  December  6th, 
1889,  your  Committee  met  with  them  at  their  Council  Room  at  that 
time. 

On  being  requested  to  make  known,  in  a  formal  manner,  the
